Jonoa Mill*, Pa. 
Eld. James H. Bennett, min- 
ister of the Brethren church at 
Jooetf Mills, Pa,, who died Jen. 
19, 1888, was born in Winches- 
ter, Va., in the year 181 7, and in 
hie young dayi he united him 
■elf with the Hethodiet church, 
and wee one among the moct de- 
voted of the young member* in 
the church at that time. 

During hie life he woe married 
three timet, consequently, had to 
paee through a great deal of af- 
fliction in this life. Bnt no doubt 
thie will only add to bit welfare, 
in the world to come. 

Hewat married to bit third 
wife, who enrvivet him, in the 
year 1860, and the frnita of their 
marriage wan nine children, 
who eurvive him. 

Eld. Bennett preached tor the 
Methodist church tor about fif- 
teen years, bnt for tome reason 
taw fit to change hit church re- 
lation end joined tbe German 
Baptist church about the year 
1868, and was one among her 
ablest preachers lor about 25 
yeart, and waa well liked by the 
people in general. Bnt he waa 
mott too progressive for the 
ohnrch in which be lived, yet 
continued to preach for the Ger- 
man Baptist church until about 
four or five years ago, when be 
and his family with fifteen or 
twenty other members were dis- 
owned for Agreeing to be obedi- 
ent to the Gospel instead of tbe 
Minutes. And aa a result a 
Brethren church waa organized 
with about twenty members, 
with Eld. Bennett as their min- 
ister. Tbe church prospered us- 
■ til the little fold, with the assist- 
ance of their good neighbors, 
built a vary comfortable meeting 
house in which Jhe and the peo- 
ple often met to worship God. 
But for the last year or so his 
health began to fail and he was 
onable to meet with ut as heated 
to do. He was at oar commun- 
ion meeting in the spring of 1887 
for the last time. Borne time in 
July he had an a pop lectio stroke 
and others followed until the 
19th of January, when he breath- 
ad his last 

Elder Bonnet was the first one 
of the brethren carried into tbe 
meeting house a lifeless corps. 
Elder Ilarmou preached the fu- 
neral sermon from Romans 8 : 10, 
after which the body waa laid 
away to moulder back to dust, 
Blasted are the dead who die in 
the Lord.
